to recovery; and

WHEREAS, Due to her injuries she was forced to leave school

for the rest of the semester; but, with the support of her
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parents, Robert and Vickie Dehner, and her sister, Holly
Dehner, she was able to return to school in the fall of 2008;

WHEREAS, After returning to the campus, she declared
psychology as her major; on May 14, 2011, she will graduate
from Northern Illinois University with a Bachelor's Degree in
Liberal Arts and Sciences, with a major in psychology;
